Cassidy wns
absent at the time, but_providentiaily soon had
oocasion 1o eall w1 bis home, where ho was sur-
prised to see his wife suflening grent ngony, and
secured beyond the ;n.mllnllll.{.of relensing her-
gelf. He at once rendered her asgistance, and
then started In pursuit of the scouudrels, He
summoned the ail of the authorifies, and in a
ghort time realized the satisfaction of witnessing
the arrest of the party, who were al the tine
epgnged in dividing the gpoils. No doubt is ex-

ressed as 1o thotr Jdentity; und as New Jersey
awe are oxecuted to the letter, the result of the
afternoon’s work will confirm the truth that
“the way of the trauseressor Is hard.”

JAPANESE IN A POLICE COURT.

Thelr Troubles Nettled—-A New Story-—
Foo-choo-matr Discharged,

Al the police headquariers yesterday, charges
were made agalust xome of the Japanese troupe,
jugglers, aud acrobats for embezzling the sam
of #3600 m gold, Three of the froupe were
brought belore Inspector Leonard. Among
them was lttle Al Rizht,” who seemed to
comprebend fully the satuation of atfslrs, wept
bitteriy, and would not be comforted, notwith-
standing the efforts of Mr. Leonard, through
the nterpreter, SBumprell, to explain that no
harm would be done to any of his iriends,

The whole aflair wae somewhat confused; but
in order to bring the ease up for investigation,
& warrant was Issued and Foo-choomalz was

laced o confinement 1o appear on examion-

ion st the Tombs Police Court this morning on
ihe charge of larceny,

This morning Foo-choo-matz was brought into
court, looking very much dejected, having
mseed w sleepldss night, and maintaining that

e was the object of aswindle, He was accom-
panied b{ his pephew, the areat favorite of the
people, Ring-kee-chee, or littde “Aill Right,"
Among the witnesses on the part of Foo-ghee-
matz were Zoo-shee-kee, Oheeshankes, [g-a8-
kee, Oheezabshau, Almoo-schee, Foo-choo-
chee, Lask-chee, and Zangkee-chee, with Mr.
Bmith, Mr, W, C, Traphugen appearcd as coun-
sel for Foochee matz.

Tbe real tacts of the ensc show that the Jaoa-
pése were misrepresented.  Mr. Smith stated to
Judge Hogan that while in Ju[mn Inst year, he
(Smil) made a contract with the Japanese
Government to take Foo-choo-matz, and several
other Jupanese performers on a tour through
the States, leaving Japan October 18, aud to
return one’ year Irom that time—October 16,
1867, Smith also said be had adopted Ring-
kee-chee, or “All Right,” an intelligent littie
fellow, pine yeaxs of uge, by permission of the
Japanese Governmen!. He arrived at San
Francigeo, a short Lime afier the conlract, per-
formed there awlile wath *All Right” and the
rrimner. Foo-choo-mats, who was his chosen
eader and most skilfnl performer, then came to
New York, thence through the Northern States,
and finally to Buffulo, which he left on Friday
last, and came to Jersey City on Saturday even-
ing. He s0ld out his interest in  Foo-choomatz
and Al Right, bis best pertormers, until August
26, 1o Mr, Maguire, for the sum ot fifteen thou-
asaud dollars, but limlted the timwe of thelr en-
gagement, as he had stipulated with the Japa-
nese Government to returu them by October 16
and he wished to stop thewr performing, and
put them under the tuition of a good English
teacher for a month, as they were learning our
language rapldly, particularly httle “All Right,”

who already can understand wlmost gverything
gaid to him,

Maguire, i{ g sald, obinined the signature of
Foo-cooo matz for an engagement until Febro-
arv next, instead of August 20th, for £3500.
Wrgon the information came to Foo-choo-matz,
be said be had only made arrangements uatil
Avgust 20th, and wished to return toJapan with
Mr. Fmith. Maguire then. made the complnint
of embezzlement against the Japanese for the
recovery of the sum paid. .

With this explanation, as no evidence was
produced to conflict with It, Judge Hogan dis-
eharged the prisoner. This announcement was
received with much satistaction by Foo-choo-
mate: and little “All Right” was very enthuasi-
astic at the result, and wished to commuulieate
it &% soon as possible to Mra, Smith,

The Japanese compauny appear intelligent,
and Mr, Smith says that in passing throogh this
country they have observed everything con-
nected” with our social life, and are rapudly
adopting our customs, They take a greatin.
terest in our elvil government, nnd are anxious
to become scquainted with oor sysiem ol gove
ernment, They can all write in their own lan-
guage, and freély give their autogruphs to any

reon desirng them.

Tattle “All Right" s no less remarkable for
his activity ef mind and geperal intellicence
than for bie scrobatic performances, and his
guardian will endeavor 1o obiain the permission
of the Bovereign of Japan to have the little
fellow educated in this country.— N, ¥, Heening
